Grant to Scouts hits the bullseye 


SOME sharp shooting Scouts are 
getting the chance to try their hand 
at archery thanks to new 
equipment funded by local 
councillors. 

Members of 2nd Haverhill Sea 
Scouts showed off their new 
equipment at a “come and share” 
event for children and their parents 
on Saturday. 

Suffolk county councillors Karen 
Knights, Phil French and Tim 
Marks, were there to see the 


substantial amount of equipment 
financed by their Locality Fund 
grant of £2,440. Archery will now 
be available to Scout Association 
members of all ages at the western 
end of the Sudbury Scout District. 
Monica Reed of 2nd Haverhill and 
Bryn Pedrick of 1st Haverhill Scout 
Group gained their archery 
instructor’s qualification earlier this 
year and are looking forward to 
helping others to benefit from their 


The event was attended by 50 
people and supported by 
Ridgeons of Saffron Walden and 
DejaVu of Haverhill. 

The 2nd Haverhill has a thriving 
Beaver Colony, Cub Pack and 
Scout Troup, but is always in need 
of more adult help, not necessarily 
as a uniformed leader. Anyone 
interested in helping young people 
aged between six and 20 years 
and can contact the leaders 
through the Weekly News. 
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AN “OLD lag” who embarked 
on a string of armed robberies 
at betting shops after being 
released on licence from a life 
sentence has been jailed for 12 
years. 

Nicholas Smith, 58, had admit¬ 
ted one robbery in Cambridge, 
two in Haverhill and five others 
and appeared for sentence last 
Friday at Harrow Crown Court. 

He also admitted eight offences of 
possessing firearms, though it was 
accepted that fake weapons were used in 
all of the robberies. 

Smith, 58, dubbed the “Bookie Blagg¬ 
er”, had faced a total of 44 charges of 
robbery, attempted robbery and poss¬ 
ession of firearms. 

He netted £13,384 in those raids in 2006 
and 2007 but none of the money was 
recovered. 

Judge Alan Greenwood sentenced 
Smith to 12 years in prison, specifying he 
should serve a minimum of six yearsand 
only be released if the parole board is 
satisfied he no longer poses a risk to the 
public. 

Smith has previous convictions dating 
back to 1975 for robberies, attempted 
robberies, possessing firearms and 
wounding. 

Judge Alan Greenwood said: “If ever 
there was a case of serious risk to the 
public this was it. The report describes 
him, not unfairly, as a career criminal. 
Sometimes career criminals retire, 
sometimes they don’t.” 

He said staff faced with an imitation 
gun would not be able to distinguish it 
from a real gun and would therefore be 
terrified.

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Danger 
drivers 
putting 
lives on 
the line 

DEATH-WISH 
drivers are putt¬ 
ing people’s lives 
at risk by flouting 
the law on Suff¬ 
olk’s roads. 

Shocking fig¬ 
ures following the 
launch of Suffolk 
police’s enforce¬ 
ment campaign in 
September show 
that in just four 
weeks, 900 motor¬ 
ing offences were 
committed in the 
county 

More than 670 
people were spot¬ 
ted not wearing 
their seatbelt and 
100 drivers were 
seen using their 
mobile phones. 

From Septem¬ 
ber 1 to 29, 210 
motorists were 
caught speeding 
and police issued 
115 fixed penalty 
notices for other 
motoring offences, 
such as vehicle 
defects. 

Figures also 
show that bet¬ 
ween January 1 
and September 26 
2008, there were 
275 people killed 
or seriously injur¬ 
ed on Suffolk’s 
roads. 

In the same per¬ 
iod in 2007, that 
figure stood at 216, 
meaning there 
has been an inc¬ 
rease of 27 per 
cent in the cas¬ 
ualty rate. 

Police say the 
enforcement has 
been successful, 
but admit there is 
still a lot of work 
to be done. 

Deputy Chief 
Constable Jacqui 
Cheer, said: “the 
high number of 
people who break 
the law and drive 
inappropriately” 
is disappointing. 

“They are putt¬ 
ing their own lives 
and the lives of 
others at risk.” 

The crackdown 
was launched 
with Suffolk Cou¬ 
nty Council and 
Suffolk Safecam. 

DCC Cheer 
said: “Officers 
will be continuing 
this high level of 
enforcement

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HAVERHILL Mayor Les 
Ager found himself plunged 
into darkness at the weekend 
and trying to find his way 
along the High Street. 

Cllr Ager agreed to walk 
blindfolded from Haverhill Arts 
Centre to the Market Square and 
back again, with guidance from 
Haverhill Lions Club members as 
part of their events for World Sight 
Day 

Lions Clubs across the world 
organise numerous programmes to 
help improve people’s sight, 
including tackling river blindness, 
vision and diabetes screenings, 
community education programmes 
and glasses collections. 

Members of Haverhill Lions Club 
set up a stall on Haverhill Market 
Square and asked shoppers to help 
cover a picture of a lion with coins, 
mainly gold coloured £1 coins. 
Their efforts were well supported 
and the cash raised will be divided 
between Lions sight charity funds 
and the Weekly News Hospice at 
Home Appeal. 

Cllr Ager said he was happy to 
help out, but quite apprehensive 
about being blindfolded. He said: “It 
was the most peculiar sensation. 


Just coming out of the Arts Centre 
completely disorientated me. It was 
like being underground. I could 
hear voices, but I had not got a clue 
where I was until I reached Dinky 
Donuts and I could smell them. I 
could hear familiar voices of people 
who obviously knew me. 

“It was a strange experience and 
you realise how difficult it would be 
if you had not got any sight. I have 
worn glasses since I was three, but 
to be in complete darkness like that 
is very different.” 

The Lions Club is just one of the 


many groups who have supported 
our Weekly News St Nicholas 
Hospice at Home Appeal which was 
launched in February and has so 
far raised £27,000 towards its £40,000 
target to pay for services to be 
provided for patients in the 
Haverhill area in their own homes, 
rather than them having to travel to 
the Hospice in Bury St Edmunds.

Focus on 

parking 

dangers 

PARENTS are being 
reminded to park safely 
near schools in the rural 
area around St Edmunds- 
bury, with new display 
boards going up. 

The St Edmundsbury 
Rural North and South 
Safer Neighbourhood 
Teams have designed an 
A-board to highlight 
areas where parking may 
be dangerous outside 
schools. 

Together with the 
Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) logo and the 
Suffolk Constabulary 
crest, the boards read 
“Parking here may put a 
child’s life at risk”. 

Six boards have been 
purchased for schools in 
the rural area to use at 
the start and end of the 
school day with funding 
from Suffolk Police 
Authority. 

PCSO Jonathan Burke 
from the St Edmunds¬ 
bury Rural North Safer 
Neighbourhood Team 
said safety outside 
schools was a priority for 
officers. He said: “We 
carry out routine patrols 
around the schools in the 
area, offering advice on 
safety and parking to 
parents, but unfortun¬ 
ately a minority continue 
to park in restricted 
areas, putting children at 
unnecessary risk. 

“We are hoping these 
boards will make parents 
think twice before they 
decide to park illegally, 
and also make the 
schools and their surr¬ 
ounding areas safer 
places to be.” 

In addition to the six 
boards bought by the 
SNTs, all schools in the 
area can purchase their 
own boards. 


Couple celebrate their diamond day 


A BIT of give and take is the 
key to 60 years of marriage 
according to one couple who 
are celebrating their diamond 
wedding anniversary. 

Allan and Cherry Fraser, both 
82, of Horseheath, near 
Haverhill, married at St 
Alkmund Church in 
Shrewsbury in 1948 after 
having met four months 
previously. 

Mrs Fraser said: “I was in the 
land army and my husband 
was a farm student. He had 
been an officer in the army but 
he came out and thought he 
would like to try farming.” 

The couple have four children, 
Peter, Gail and twins Ginnie 
and Caroline, as well as 12 
grandchildren and two great 
grandchildren. 

The Fraser children lived on a 
number of farms with their 
parents as they were growing 
up, in Gloucestershire, 
Oxfordshire and then 
Cambridgeshire. 

The couple moved to the area 
in 1966 and Mrs Fraser joined 
the Welding Institute (now the 
TWI) based in Abington. Mr 
Fraser joined Spillers (now 
Dalgety). 

Caroline Lee, their daughter, 
who lives next door, said:

“I used to help my dad on the 
farm a lot and go to shows and 
things like that.” 

Mrs Fraser, now retired, said 
the secret to 60 years of 
marriage is “a bit of give and 
take”.

Thug ‘deserves more 
than one year in jail’ 


A MAN described as a 
danger to women has been 
sent to crown court for 
sentence after a district 
judge sitting at magistrates’ 
court said he deserved 
more than a year’s jail. 

Dale Knappett, 25, terrified his 
girlfriend Claire Simpson when 
he went into a rage at her home 
in which he pinned her to the 
ground, wrecked a kitchen 
cupboard, drove off in her car 
and later left taps running in the 
house causing a flood. 

At the time Knappett was on 
bail for an incident involving a 
previous girlfriend when he 
“trashed” her car after driving it 
off from outside a pub. 

District Judge David Cooper, 
sitting at Bury St Edmunds mag- 
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istrates’ court, said that despite a 
“sweet” statement from Ms 
Simpson, a mother of two 
children, in which she said she 
forgave Knappett and was 
willing to have him back, he 
deserved more than the 
maximum 12 months sentence 
that he was able to impose. 

The court heard that Knappett, 
who has lived in King George 
Avenue, Exning, and Wren Close, 
Mildenhall, had seven previous 
convictions for 16 offences inclu¬ 
ding causing actual bodily harm 
to an ex-partner and a charge of 
battery involving a four-month- 
old baby. 

Judge Cooper told Knappett: 
“It seems to me you are a danger 


to women who have children in 
the same household. You have no 
control over your temper at all. 

“My powers of punishment 
are limited to 12 months in 
prison of which you would serve 
less than half. 

“To my mind the public would 
not be sufficiently protected, 
therefore I am committing you 
for sentence to Ipswich Crown 
Court.” 

He ordered that Knappett 
should remain in custody until 
his crown court appearance. 

Knappett’s solicitor, Peter 
Masters, had suggested that he 
should be given a community 
sentence involving working with 
probation officers to address his 
problems. 

Mr Masters said Knappett 
would not get the same level of 
support if he was jailed. 


Knappett admitted aggravated 
vehicle taking on March 15 when 
he wrote off a former girlfriend’s 
BMW car in a crash after driving 
it away from a pub. The court 
heard he crashed it on a bend 
because he could not find the 
light switch. 

He also admitted driving with¬ 
out insurance and not having a 
valid licence. 

He admitted assaulting Ms 
Simpson, at her home in 
Stradishall, on September 20, 
taking her Vauxhall Vectra 
without consent, driving while 
disqualified, having no in¬ 
surance, having a lock knife and 
knuckle duster as offensive 
weapons, burglary with intent to 
cause damage at her home and 
burglary at his mother’s home in 
Exning.

Robber jailed 
for 12 years

Smith was finally seized by armed 
officers in a dawn swoop on his home at 
Tempsford Avenue, Borehamwood, 
Hertfordshire. 

He terrified cashiers at Haverhill’s 
Camps Road Ladbrokes branch last June 
when he walked in wearing a coat with 
the hood up, sunglasses and a scarf 
around the lower part of his face. 

He walked off with hundreds of 
pounds after threatening staff with a 
fake gun. He also admitted an earlier 
robbery at the same shop in February 
2007, but denied one at Ladbrokes in 
Jubilee Walk, Haverhill, on New Year’s 
Day last year. 

Smith admitted carrying out an armed 
robbery at a betting office in Cambridge 
in January last year, but denied another 
one in the city last April. 

Justin Rouse, mitigating, said Smith 
would be an old man on his release from 
prison. 

The court heard that after Smith was 
released from his life sentence he tried to 
work but lost jobs when employers 
discovered his criminal record. 

Mr Rouse said: “He got into debt and 
borrowed from loan sharks. While in 
prison he had been pivotal in setting up a 
centre to help inmates struggling to cope 
with prison life, who were often suicidal. 

“He is an old lag and is respected by 
other prisoners. He is, at the bottom of it 
all, a decent, sincere man who wants to 
help others. He couldn’t help himself, and 
so it was he embarked on this appalling 
spree of dishonesty”

AN UPPER school has 
received top marks from 
Ofsted inspectors who 
described it as “outstand¬ 
ing” in almost every aspect. 

Samuel Ward Arts and Tech¬ 
nology College in Haverhill 
achieved an outstanding overall 
grade 1, as well as being rated as 
outstanding for overall effect¬ 
iveness of the school. 

It also gained outstanding for 
achievement and standards, 
personal development and well¬ 
being, curriculum, core, guidance 
and support and leadership and 
management. 

Headteacher, Howard Lay said: 
“My staff and governors are 
delighted with this report because 
it demonstrates the positive 
attitude of the young people who 
attend the school. 

“They are proud of the school 
and I am proud of them. It further 
demonstrates the transforming 
nature of Haverhill and the fact 
that it is fast becoming a dynamic 
and forward looking place to live 
and work.

Other findings were: achieve¬

strength, personal development 
and well-being are outstanding, 
behaviour is excellent, bullying is 
rare, capacity to improve is 
outstanding, self evaluation is 
comprehensive and secure. 

The report said: “Students enter 
the school with below average 
standards but by the time they 
complete Key Stage 4 their 
standards are above average. This 
excellent progress is achieved 
through a combination of 
consistently good teaching and 


outstanding care, guidance and 
support. 

“The school has made excellent 
progress since the last inspection 
and successfully addressed its 
areas for improvement. It provides 
excellent value for money” 

To further improve, inspectors 
said the school should implement 
its assessment policy more con¬ 
sistently in marking work, provide 
more opportunities for sixth form 
students to participate in sport 
and reduce noise disruption for 
the sixth form block.

Warning over 
Norovirus 

HEALTH officials from NHS Suffolk 
are urging the public to take simple 
steps to prevent them contracting 
winter vomiting virus as the weather 
turns colder. 

Norovirus affects hundreds of 
people in the community each year. 
Sufferers get bouts of diarrhoea and 
vomiting which last for one or two 
days, but may remain contagious even 
after they start feeling better. 

The virus commonly occurs in the 
winter months, but outbreaks 
sometimes happen in the spring. 

It is passed from person to person, 
mainly where bathroom facilities are 
shared, and can become a problem in 
institutions such as hospitals, schools 
and care homes. 

Dr Peter Bradley, director of public 
health with NHS Suffolk, said: 
“Norovirus is highly infectious and 
affects scores of people across the 
county every year. There are simple 
steps which you can take to prevent 
you from becoming one of that 
number. 

“We would advise everyone to 
follow basic hygiene rules and use 
soap and water to wash their hands 
thoroughly after using the toilet and 
before preparing food. 

“Anyone who is suffering from the 
illness should stay at home and 
drink plenty of fluids. They should 
stay away from other people 
wherever possible, particularly 
avoiding visiting hospitals, for at 
least 48 hours after they have 
recovered, even if they feel better.”

Police chief horrified by 
A1307’s danger drivers 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE’S Chief 
Constable has spoken out over 
reckless drivers on the not¬ 
orious A1307. 

A “dismayed” Julie Spence crit¬ 
icised “brazen” motorists flouting the 
law on the road and said they had 
underlined her view that drivers not 
roads were to blame for fatalities. 

She made the comments in her 
latest podcast after the results of a 
crackdown in which one motorist was 
caught texting a warning to a friend 
about police activity on the road. 

Another was caught driving a veh¬ 
icle in a dangerous condition without 
tax, insurance or MoT certificate. 

Police mounted the operation on the 
road, which has seen 28 people lose 
their lives in the past 10 years, after 
the head-on collision which caused 
the deaths of David Booking, 43, and

his teenage sons Daniel and Stephen 
in July 

Mrs Spence said: “Like me you were 
probably dismayed or even horrified - 
but probably not surprised - by the 
number of drivers issued with pen¬ 
alty tickets by officers on the A1307 
some days ago. 

“The behaviour and actions of 
those stopped by my officers clearly 
underline what I and many others 
have recently said - drivers, not roads, 
are to blame for deaths and injuries. 

“It also demonstrates that there are 
a minority of motorists who obstin¬ 
ately refuse to conform to the law 

“I have no idea what goes on in 
their heads - but they clearly have no 
regard for the vast majority of other 


law-abiding road users. Why else 
would they fail to tax or insure their 
vehicles, drive about with mechanical 
defects - and even text friends, while 
driving, to warn them of my officers’ 
presence?” 

But Mrs Spence was delighted with 
an A1307 road safety video which has 
been watched by hundreds of people. 

She said: “While it is depressing 
that some flout the law with such 
brazen disregard, it is also pleasing 
that a safe driving film for the A1307 
produced by our casualty reduction 
officer, Tony Barrios, has been so well 
received, with hundreds viewing it on 
our website and the media reporting 
it widely.” 

The action at the end of last month 
saw police issue 24 fixed penalty 
notices - including eight for drivers 
using mobile phones and 12 for people 
not wearing seatbelts.

A PORSCHE driver charged 
with causing the death of a 
Haverhill care worker in a 
head-on crash has appeared 
before magistrates in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

Rhodie Povey, 26, of High 
Street, Stansfield, Suffolk, is 
accused of causing the death 
by dangerous driving of Jane 
Gatt, 44.

Tax credits can add up 
for childless people too 

HAVERHILL Citizens Advice 
Bureau this month tells you 
about the lesser known 
Government benefits available 
to low-paid workers without 
children. 



Q: I am working but only earn 
the minimum wage and with 
prices going up so fast I’m 
finding it really hard to make 
ends meet. I know there’s 
help for families but I’m 
single and don’t have any 
children. Can you help? 

A: You may be able to claim 
Working Tax Credit. You 
don’t need to have children 
to qualify. 

If you are 25 or over, work 30 
hours or more a week and 
your earnings are low you 
may be eligible. 

How much you will get is 
based on a complicated 
calculation, but it could mean 
at least £1,800 extra income 
a year. 

To get some idea of how 
much you might get, you can 
use the online calculator on 
HM Revenue and Custom’s 
website at hmrc.gov.uk 
A CAB adviser can help you 
work out exactly how much 
you should get and advise 
you on making a claim. To 
apply for Working Tax Credit, 
contact the Tax Credit 


helpline on 0845 3003900 
and ask for an application 
pack. 

You will need form TC600 for 
your first claim. The 
application pack is also 
available from HM Revenue 
and Customs centres, local 
benefit offices and Jobcentre 
Plus offices. 

The application form requires 
a lot of information, including 
your income for the previous 
tax year. If you have 
problems filling in the form, 
you can consult the notes 
that come with it, call the 
helpline, or consult a CAB 
adviser. 

If you get Working Tax Credit, 
you may also be entitled to 
other financial help such as 
Housing Benefit, Council Tax 
Benefit or free prescriptions. 
A CAB adviser will be able to 
check you are getting all the 
money you are entitled to, 
and help with any debt 
problems you may have.

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Police warn 
parents over 
mini bikes 


PARENTS in Haverhill are 
being warned that their 
children’s mini motorbikes 
could be seized and crushed 
if they are ridden illegally 
in the town. 

The Safer Neighbourhood Team 
has received a number of comp¬ 
laints about the inappropriate use 
of motorcycles on Puddlebrook 
Playing Field. 

SNT Sergeant Sarah Bartley 
said: “Not only do these young 
riders cause health and safety 
issues for themselves and others, 
but they are often reported to be 
illegally riding on the playing 
field.

A warning will initially be 
given to the rider, which lasts for 
12 months.

They will also have to 
pay the cost of its removal and 
retention.

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School’s isolation 
room’ angers mum

DISRUPTIVE pupils are 
“unlawfully imprisoned” 
in tiny cubicles and left to 
complete word searches 
by their school, an angry 
mother claims. 

Students thrown out of less¬ 
ons at Castle Manor Business 
and Enterprise College in 
Haverhill are forced to sit in 
cubicles in an “isolation room” 
in a former toilet. 

Patsy Meads - whose 15-year- 
old son Chase Meads was 
permanently excluded from the 
school when he refused to go 
back to the “grey room” after a 
spell there triggered an asthma 
attack - has consulted solicitors, 
who believe the school is 
flouting human rights and 
education laws. 

They are threatening to take 
the school to the High Court 
unless it scraps the current use 
of the isolation room, which 
Mrs Meads says is managed by 
a pub bouncer instead of a 
teacher. 

Chase said: “I felt really 
claustrophobic in there. It was 
frightening.” 

Suffolk County Council said 
similar facilities are in place in 
a number of schools, and are 
used as an alternative to 
permanent exclusions. 

Mrs Meads, of Warren Court 
in the town, said: “We have 
always had a very good relat¬ 
ionship with the school, but 
Chase had every right to refuse 
to go into that room on medical 
grounds. 

“He wants to go to school and 
he wants to learn, not be stuck 
doing puzzles in a tiny cubicle. 
It is more like a prison than a 
school.” 


The Meads’ solicitors have 
written to Suffolk County 
Council, arguing the discipl¬ 
inary procedure breaches the 
provision of the Human Rights 
Act 1988 that “no one shall be 
subjected to a torture or to 
inhuman or degrading treat¬ 
ment or punishment”. 

They also claim the school is 
breaching education legislation 
by not teaching youngsters in 
the exclusion room, as well as 
flouting the common law prin¬ 
ciple of unlawful imprison¬ 
ment. 

Madeleine Vigar, head 
teacher at Castle Manor, said: 
“The behaviour of students at 
Castle Manor Business and 
Enterprise College was 
described as very good when 
Ofsted inspectors visited in 
December. This is because we 
create excellent conditions for 


learning - students work in 
calm, disciplined classrooms. 
Visitors to Castle Manor often 
comment on the sense of calm 
and purpose around the site. 

“The college has a very clear 
Behaviour Policy which all 
parents receive when their 
children join our school. We 
have operated an internal 
exclusion facility at Castle 
Manor since September 2003. 
The facility, and the way that it 
is staffed, totally complies with 
government guidelines.” 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “Most 
secondary schools in Suffolk 
have this type of room and 
follow guidelines set out by the 
Department for Children, 
Schools and Families. This 
means pupils are in a controlled 
and safe environment for the 
duration of their exclusion.”

transport, but I do not accept that part 
of the problem is needing faster 
planning decisions, which would 
introduce a democratic gap and less 
opportunity for people to have their 
say on decisions.” 

He also paid tribute to the 
pioneering scientific centres at 
Cambridge University and 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

He said: “Looking at the general 
demands of business fails to take into 
account the obvious strengths of 
Cambridge. To look away from 
technology in Cambridge would be to 


miss its obvious strengths.” 

A Government spokesman said it 
had already given local authorities 
enough powers to help them 
encourage their own approaches to 
boost economic growth. 

She said: “These agreements 
enable local bodies to combine and 
deliver more than the sum of their 
parts on key issues that don’t respect 
local boundaries. 

“About 71 per cent of planning 
decisions on major applications are 
now made within 13 weeks, up from 
just 43 per cent in 2002.”

D ELAYS caused by 
congestion, high 
house prices and a 
slow planning process 
have reduced the flow of cash 
into Cambridge. 

This is the damning verdict of a 
report by the Centre for Cities research 
group, which believes urgent action is 
needed to promote a thriving business 
environment in the city. 

It argues more must be done to 
improve housing, transport and 
planning to make the city more 
attractive to businesses and 
employees. 

Also, businesses which focus on 
industries outside the science and 
technology fields should be 
encouraged to promote the diversity 
of firms in the city during the current 
economic downturn. 

Hannah Brown, research manager 


at the Centre for Cities, said: “Even at 
a time of economic uncertainty, 
innovation is a key ingredient for 
business growth, but supporting 
innovation in Britain’s cities isn’t about 
gimmicky policy initiatives or niche 
business schemes. 

“Instead, cities need to get the 
basics right - delivering good 
transport, better housing and faster 
planning decisions - to help 
businesses to innovate and compete. 
A better business environment in our 
cities will help the next James Dyson 
or Anita Roddick emerge.” 

Cllr Lewis Herbert, leader of the 
opposition Labour group on 
Cambridge City Council, believes the 
local authorities’ “slowness” to take 
action was to blame. 

He said: “Cambridge does a lot of 
talking but other cities do a lot of 
building. It takes Cambridge twice as 
long as other places to get things 
done. 

“The county council has also put off 
the debate on transport until after the 


next elections, because plans like the 
congestion charge will be unpopular. 

“Transport needs to be addressed 
quickly - we need to get moving 
before the city grinds to a halt. We 
have got major congestion problems 
and need major investment in public 
transport. 

“There are a number of housing 
sites that have stalled recently, 
including the notorious Orchard Park. 

“We know the city council could do 
a lot more on affordable housing. We 
need to get talks between the Housing 
Corporation and the city council going 
to get more affordable housing.”

Countryside dream helps to sell houses 


Now is the time to

EVEN with today’s busy 
lifestyles, or perhaps 
because of them, it seems 
we are all enticed by the 
dream of a perfect home in 
the country. 

Proximity to the countryside 
has emerged as being the 
most influential factor for 
buyers, according to new 
research from Halifax Estate 
Agents. 


Many of us will pay over a 
£20,000 premium to secure 
an ideal location, it has been 
shown, with that dream of a 
country cottage being shared 
by one in four. 

A house close to a town will 
also demand a high value if it 
is close to train links, work 
and shops. 

It may be that age is the 
definitive factor of whether a 


town house or a country 
cottage appeals more. 
Eighteen to 34-year-olds 
were shown to be more 
concerned with being close 
to work, while the pull of the 
countryside was stronger for 
the over 45s. 

Geography plays a part too, 
with East Anglians shown to 
be England’s top 
countryside-appreciators. 


So it seems that age-old 
favourite, location, is still top 
of the list for those on the 
move. 

This has an effect on the 
value of a property, so those 
with a sought-after home 
near the countryside can 
expect to benefit, especially 
in East Anglia where a rural 
home is favoured by so 
many. 


THE UK housing market 
has taken a turn for the 
worse - according to 
Nationwide, house prices 
are at their lowest level 
since early 2006. 

However, it’s not all doom 
and gloom: this economic 
downturn means that 
extending a lease on a 
property is more afford¬ 
able. 

Why would I want to do 
that, you might ask? If 
your property has a short 
lease, let’s say 70 years, it 
will start to decrease in 
value and it will be difficult 
to sell. 

This is because mortgage 
lenders typically will not 
consider home loans on 
properties with short 
leases. Usually they require 
at least 30/40 years unex¬ 
pired on a lease after a 25 
year mortgage has been 
paid off. 

The cost of extending a 
lease depends on how long 
it is, for instance, extending 
a 60 year lease will be more 
expensive than extending 
an 80 year lease. It will also 
depend on how much your 
property is currently 
worth, hence why extend¬ 
ing your lease in a falling 
market is much cheaper. 

For example, before the 
10 per cent market fall the 
cost of extending a 60 year 


lease on a £198,000 flat 
would have been approx¬ 
imately £26,900. 

However, in this current 
climate it would probably 
cost in the region of £24,600 
because the flat would now 
only be worth £180,000. 

Extending an 80 year 
lease is much cheaper as 
there is no marriage value 
to pay (marriage value is 
the increase in the value of 
the property as a result of 
extending the lease). 

For example, extending 
the lease on a flat worth 
£198,000 with an 80 year 
lease before the 10 per cent 
market fall would have cost 
around £6,400. Now it 
would cost around £6,000. 

Although you may think 
you are safe with an 80 year 
lease, before you know it 
the lease will drop to 79 
years and the premium will 
become much higher. 

Therefore it makes good 
financial sense to take 
advantage of your stat¬ 
utory right to extend your 
lease by an additional 90 
years and get the ground 
rent reduced to pepper¬ 
corn. 

If you have owned your 
property for two years, you 
can claim your right, even 
if you don’t live there.

■ THE VOLKSWAGEN PHAETON 3.0-LITRE V6 TDi... automotive supremacy. 


THE PHAETON is now in it 
second edition, writes Mike 
Scialom. 

First launched five years ago, the 
new version has gone under most 
folks’ radar. It’s been a low-key 
revision, perhaps because the 
Phaeton is operating in a low-key 
realm, a realm in which one 
doesn’t brag because such 
behaviour is unseemly - and 
there’s nothing unseemly about the 
Phaeton. 

Subtle style revisions including a 
redesigned bonnet, new headlamps 
and rear lamp clusters, plus some 
extra chrome trim around the 
bumpers. The essential 
components are the same - why 
change automotive supremacy? Or, 
to put it another way, if the under- 
pinnings and engine of the 
Phaeton are good enough for VW to 
introduce them into its Bentley 
Continental GT, then it’s hard to 
find anything to carp about. 

From the outside the Phaeton 
looks understated, so understated, 
in fact, that it verges on anonymity, 
although it’s no mean feat to make 
a 17 foot long motor discreet. Open 
the rear door, however, and you’ll 
see what the fuss is all about - the 


rear passengers have several feet to 
stretch their legs out. You could 
hold a line dancing session in 
there. It’s glorious - and glorious to 
think that, at £40k, this luxury 
liner is still affordable (the 
Mercedes equivalent, the S-Class, 
is priced from £56,000 and the 
Lexus LS starts at £54,000). Get in 
the front and you’re looking at one 
of the most sumptuous interiors 
you’re likely to see outside a Lear 
jet. Not for nothing are Phaeton 
sales staff specially trained - this 
is a button freak’s paradise and it 
took me days to locate all the 
basics. Just setting up your 18-way 
seating position requires 
considerable dedication. 

A seven-inch screen lies at the 
heart of the infotainment system 
in the centre console. This offers 
all sorts of goodies like satnav, TV, 
voice-activated mobile phone and 
4Zone Climatronic details. 

The dials would easily have 
graced a Roller from a decade ago, 
and the acreage of wood and 
leather manages to be both 
impressive and reassuring. 

Once you fire this big bird up 
you know you’re in for a treat. The 
drive is sublime and utterly 
unruffled. The four-wheel drive 


adds traction to the get-up-and-go 
of the powertrain. It’s a bruiser - it 
weighs 2.7 tonnes and hits 60 in 8.4 
seconds - but as agile and elusive 
as a phantom. It’s a lovely car to 
drive, feeding you back confidence 
that leaves you feeling refreshed 
rather than exhausted even at the 
end of a long journey. 

There’s a fault line running 
through the residuals market 
which the Phaeton has identified. 
Too much weight is given to the 
brand and not enough to the actual 
vehicle. Snobbery has for too long 


defined the calibre of a car’s used 
value. Wouldn’t it be nice to think 
that these captains of industry 
could buy a car based on its actual 
quality rather than its status 
value? They could start with the 
Phaeton. It’s not as if any humble 
pie would have to be consumed! 

Basically 

Phaeton: in Greek mythology the 
son of the Sun God Helios, the 
word means “the shining one”. For 
once a car name that makes sense - 
and it’s a worthy flagship to boot.

ECONOMIC doom and 
gloom? For anyone 
buying shares, maybe, 
but certainly not for 
the classic car 
investor. 

As shares around the 
world drop to record lows, 
the historic and classic cars 
market is experiencing an 
incredible surge - many 
investors are realising that 
putting cash into hard 
motoring metal is a wiser 
move right now than 
risking a sizeable punt on 
the stock markets. 

London-based Coys, the 


international car 

auctioneers, says sales of 
historic wheels are surging 
as investors scramble for 
“hard assets”. 

Managing director Chris 
Routledge says: “We are 
currently reporting very 
strong sales of vintage and 
veteran cars, 8.5 million 
dollars’ worth since mid- 
September. 

“It appears that people 
would rather buy a historic 
car and put it in the garage 
than brave the current 
highs and lows of the stock 
market.” 

The firm has offices 


throughout Europe and 
America, and recent Coys 
sales have seen a 1996 
Ferrari F50 - the only right- 
hand drive example ever 
produced, and custom-made 
for the Sultan of Brunei - 
sell for £350,000. 

And a 1955 Mercedes- 
Benz 300SL gullwing, an 
excellent example that 
came from a prestigious 
private collection, realised 
£385,000. 

But an investment in rare 
British wheels could be the 
best of all. The last 
remaining original - ie not 
restored in any way - 


example of a 1955 Aston 
Martin DB3S was recently 
sold for more than £2 
million. 

Another notable Coys 
deal was for a Lancia 
Aurelia B24 Spyder - this 
very rare right-hand drive 
car, which had the same 
owner for the past 35 years, 
went under the hammer for 
£145,000. 

“These are just some of 
the cars sold, and we are 
continuing to get an 
increase in inquiries from 
around the world - not just 
from traditional car 
collectors but from those 


investors who want to get 
into something different,” 
Routledge says. 

And there are still 
historic cars galore coming 
onto the market in Britain. 

One of the better 
investments could be an 
immaculate 1933 Cadillac 
V12 Sedan, which is going 
under the hammer at 
Barons’ sale of classic, 
historic and sports cars at 
Sandown Park, Surrey, on 
October 20-21. 

In these troubled 
economic times, it’s worth 
noting that Cadillac was the 
only American car maker 
to clock up a profit during 
the Great Depression era of 
the 1930s, and the model 
being sold by Barons - a 
classic American gangster- 
style car, complete with 
running boards - would 
have cost 4,000 US dollars 
new in 1933. 

Its value as an 
investment will be proven 
by the eventual hammer 
price, but it does carry a 
sale guideline estimate of 
£45,000 to £50,000. 

Other noteworthy cars 
offered at the Barons event 
include historic British 
sporting machines such as 
an immaculate 1953 Austin 
Healey 100/4 with a sale 
estimate of £25-30,000, and a 
more contemporary, but still 


head-turning, supercharged 
1990 Morgan Plus 8, with an 
estimate of £21-23,000. 

The latter car and its 
lower price means that it is 
more a motor to buy and 
run, rather than 
purchasing it for a 
considerable future return 
on the outlay. For further

There are much cheaper 
classics on the market in 
the UK, though - £3,000 to 
£8,000 will buy a pristine 
set of older wheels that 
should at least hold their 
value through thick and 
thin. 

The place to see many 
privately-owned examples 
is the Classic Motor Show, 
to be staged at the 
Birmingham NEC from 
November 14-16. 

The event will be packed 
with more than 1,000 
classic, vintage, veteran 
and retro cars, spread over 
five halls at the NEC, and 
there’s free advice on offer 
at the 170-plus club stands. 

Classic Motor Show 
ticket prices range from £15 
in advance.
